ORPHANAGE  NEEDS  TOLD

The  Orphanage  continues  to  make 
progress  with  their  Building  Program. 
At  the  present  there  is  under  con¬ 
struction  a  school  building  and  gym¬ 
nasium.  a  garage  and  workshop,  and 
a  pre-school  age  building  for  the 
younger  group  of  children,  with  din¬ 
ing  room  and  kitchen.  The  building 
will  provide  for  twelve  boys  and 
twelve  girls. 

The  cost  of  this  construction  with 
furnishings  approximates  an  expendi¬ 
ture  of  some  $250,000.00.  The  Orphan¬ 
age  has  on  hand  some  $73,000.00  in 
cash  and  $378,802  In  Government  Sav¬ 
ings  Bonds.  The  Orphanage  has  no 
endowment  and  the  income  is  pro-

buildings,  it  means  that  the  income 
lor  operating  expenses  will  be  ^ 
creased.  We  trust  that  we  shall  be 
able  to  complete  our  building  pro_ 
gram,  pay  all  accounts  «s  We  go  and 
have  some  $200,000  on  hand  in  Bonds 
as  an  Endowment  which  will  bring 
us  at  least  $5,000  per  year  to  apply  on 
our  operating  expense.  , 

The  Orphanage  must  build  at  least 
two  more  dormitory  cottages,  one  for 
boys  and  one  for  girls.  In  order  to 
grant  requests  for  admission,  which 
are  now  received  almost  weeklv  and 
sometimes  more  often.  These  two 
buildings  will  cost  about  $100,000 

The  Orphanage  has  made  much 
progress,  but  there  is  much  yet  to  be 
done.  For  the  year  1948  the  Orphan- 
age  received  6  per  cent  through  the 
Cooperative  Program,  for  the  year 
1940  5  per  cent  is  being  received.  Last 
month  we  received  through  the  Co¬ 
operative  Program  $1,876,  whereas  our 
total  operating  expense  for  essen¬ 
tials  amounted  to  $5  310  $8,433  came 
through  Designated  Gifts  and  person¬ 
al  contributions.  . 

Certainly  the  Orphanage  has  mad* 
progress,  but  there  must  not  be  any 
let  up  or  decrease  in  gifts  for  it  must 
not  fan  back  into  the  position  that  it 
occupied  some  years  ago.  The  Lord's 
work  deserves  and  should  have  ths 
best.  Truly,  this  is  the  Lord’s  wort

Section  2,  Article  3,  of  the  res¬ 
olution  calls  for  a  minimum  of 
l/2c  a  piece  or  2c  a  pound  with  a 
50  per  cent  increase  after  the  first 
year.  If  the  Baptist  Record  is  com¬ 
pelled  to  pay  1^2c  postage  on  each 
paper  our  weekly  bill  would  be 
(based  on  last  week’s  circulation) 
$323.  The  average  cost  under  pres¬ 
ent  rates  is  $91.25. 

Consequently,  we  call  to  the  at¬ 
tention  of  our  readers  these  ser¬ 
ious  implications  to  the  educa¬ 
tional  programs  of  the  Protestant 
churches  of  America  and  urge  tliat 
the  most  careful  consideration  be 
given  to  the  implications  and  their 
relationship  to  public  policy  before 
the  postal  rates  are  finally  deter¬ 
mined. 

We  urge  everyone  of  our  read¬ 
ers  to  write  to  Senators  Stennis 
and  Eastland  and  to  the  Congress¬ 
man  of  their  district  protesting 
against  passage  of  this  bill.

CRAFTY  STRATEGY  OF 
THE  LIQUOR  CROWD 

Crafty  rascals  are  often  able  to  put 
over  a  shady  deal  on  the  unsuspect¬ 
ing  public,  because  so  many  people  are 
busy  working  on  honest  living,  that 
they  are  not  prepared  to  meet  the 
strategy  of  the  clever  schemer  who 
victimizes  the  public. 

This  is  quite  true  in  the  case  of  the 
beer  sellers.  They  are  placing  their 
“slop”  in  more  and  more  places  where 
decent  people  have  to  do  business. 
Many  of  the  grocery  stores  are  now 
selling  beer.  There  are  two  reasons  for 
it.  Excuse  me,  there  are  more  than 
two  reasons.  One  is,  it’s  easy  money 
for  the  grocer.  Another  is,  the  beer 
barons  know  that  there  is  coming  a 
day  when  the  good  people  will  spew 
that  stuff  out  of  our  state  and  they 
want  to  plant  it  widely  among  our 
people  so  the  pulling  it  out  will  be 
hard.

If  you  whc 
read  this  article  would  go  to  the  groc¬ 
er  or  cafe  owner  who  sella  beer  and 
say  to  him,  “I  like  you.  I  like  your 
merchandise,  but  1  am  very  much  op¬ 
posed  to  seeing  you  become  a  party 
to  making  drunkards  of  boys,  girls, 
and  women,  therefore,  you  can  count 
on  my  not  buying  anything  from  you 
Till  you  take  that  “slop”  out  of  your 
place  of  business,”  your  patrcmag? 
will  have  more  influence  than  the 
beer  seller’s  arguments. 

Christian  friends,  If  we  do  not  do 
something  like  this  the  beer  sellers 
will  encroach  more  and  more  on  de¬ 
cency,  make  more  and  more  drunk¬ 
ards,  and  make  It  harder  and  harder 
to  Outlaw  the  accursed  stuff.  There¬ 
fore  my  appeal  to  you  is  to  go  to  the 
beer  seller-  and  register  your  protest 
and  assure  him  that  If  protest  is  ig¬ 
nored.  you  will  trade  with  the  man 
who  does  not  sell  beer.

SIGHT.  Mark  10:46-52. 

I.  THE  SAD  CONDITION 
OF  THE  WORLD  TODAY 
I  once  heard  a  speaker  say  that  every¬ 
thing  Jesus  did  or  said  was  symbolic 
and  significant.  I  can  not  go  all  the  way  Rev.  Martin  V.  McKinster  Is  pastor 
with  this  statement,  but  I  am  very  sure  of  the  Macedonia  Church, 
that  the  healing  of  Bartimaeus  was  in 
literal  and  symbolic.  Bartimaeus  was  in 
like  condition  with  a  pitiable  world  with 
sadness  and  suffering  and  sorrow  and 
selfishness  and  signing  and  sin  over  all 
its  broad  extent.  A  billion  men  and 
women  are  lost  in  the  Stygian  darkness 
of  sin.  The  blindness  of  the  world  is  a 
moral  blindness,  an  inability  to  see  any 
moral  issue  clearly  if  at  all.  The  crying 
need  of  bad  men  and  women  everywhere 
is  just  to  be  able  to  see,  clearly  to  see 
God's  way,  to  perceive  by  His  light. 

II.  THE  LIGHT-GIVER 
OF  THE  WORLD 

And  He  is  busy  doing  it.  Mark's  words, 

‘  They  come  to  Jericho:  and  as  He  went 
out  from  Jericho,"  are  significant.  He 
is  no  loafer,  this  divine  sight-giver  to  the 
Mind.  He  is  up  and  about  the  business 
on  which  He  came  to  the  sin-blinded 
world.  And  this  is  well,  since  He  alone 
can  say,  *‘I  am  the  light  of  the  world."
